The latest
advices show that the deplorable con-
ditlons previously reported hinve grown
worse and this Is genernl, the wheat
crops in the south of Russin belng
rather below the average.

The United Stoates has o large wheat
crop, but it Is a question whether there
i 0 sufficient surplus to provide what
BEurope will necil, At all events it ap-
pears inevitable that hilgh prices for
brendstuffs must prevail for the next
year, which means privation for mil-
ilons of people abroad. particularly in
view of the fact that there Is Indus-
trial depression In every European coun-
try except France. It Is a gloomy out-
lovk for the people of Europe generally.

SCHLEY ASKES INVESTIGATION,

Fresh interest has been aroused In the
Sampson-Sehley controversy by the de-
elslon of Rear Admirnl Behley to ask
un lnvestigation, through o vaval conrt
of Inquiry, of his conduet In the opern-
tlons agalnst the Spanish squadron at
Bantlugo.  So long as the controversy
wus confined to personal allegations and
newspaper opinlons Schley pald lttle
attention to It, He persistently refused
to he drawn into the controversy and
endenvored to Induce Lis frlends, nat-
urally indignant at the assaults upon
him, to drop the watter. But the at-
tnek upon him Iv the Maclay blgtory of
the navy, o which be s denoupeed as a
coward and a traltor, could not be per-
mitted to go unchallenged and Schley
determined to ask for a court of Ila-
quiry and afterwards to bring a elvil
actlon against the author of the history.
The Maryland members of congress had
already decided to urge a congressional
investigation, but in view of Schley's
actlon this way not be done.

The proper course, unquestionably, s
to submit the Issue to a court of In-
quiry, which will have aothority to
muke o thorough investigation, If the
court is composed of men known to be
absolutely hupartial, and it §8 to be pre-
simed  thnt Seeretary Long wlll ap-
polnt only such, its finding of the facts
and any opinion which it may bhave ag-
thority to express will be accepted by
the country ag concluglve,  There I8 no
doubt that public opinlon at present Is
lurggly on the side of Rear Admiral
Schley. The very geuerhl bellef {8 that
be hos been unjustly accused and that
there has been a consplracy to deprive
him of the honor of a great achleve-
ment.  But pending an luvestigation by
a court of lnquiry publie discussion of
the matter should be discontinued.

There Is no lmpropriety, however, n
remarking theat the assault wade on
Schley by Maclay deserves the severest
rebuke, as an exbibition of bitter enmuity
and prejudice, and should consign his
so-called history to complete obscurity.

No matter what the final form of the
report of the court of lngulry may take
the wan who wrote the book that has

The compeusation of the hoys
e¢mployed as telegraph operators 18 from
£20 1o 830 A month and they are em-
ployed not because they can do the
work better, but becanse they do |t
chieaper than it could be done by men,

In the long run, however, the cheap
rallway operator is the most costly In-
vestment a rallroad can make. 1o
handling train dispatches terrible ~mis-
takes are often traced back to cheap
operators, In whose hands the lives and
property of the patrons of the road are
entrusted.

This Is one of the abuses which up to
this time linve not received the attention
of the lawmakers and It Is one of the
most fagrant abuses that has grown
up in the rallway systew. Milllons of
property and thousands of lives have
been sacrificed to this false economy.

No rallway manager would think of
allowing boys to handle a locomotive
even of u gravel train, but these sawme
managers will allow boys ranging from
14 to 17 years of age to transmit the
orders by which the movements of the
locomotive englncers ure governed and
upon the accurdey of which telegraphic
orders depends the unfety of passengers
and crew,

A8 long ago as 1805 Becqueral discoversd
that he could produce a current of eleo-
triclty by burning carbon. More than
twenty years Jater an imperfected proceas
for doing the same thing was patented by
Jdublochkef, tamous for huving coms so
near to devielng a practical are light. Sub-
sequently, Prof. F. B. Crocker of Colum-
bla university, Dr, Dorchers of Germany
und other well known electriclans or chem-
Inte tried te obtaln electricity on a ecom-
jmerclal scale by the chemlcal dissolution
of coal. One ot them wias W. W. Jnques
of the Bell Telephone compnny In Boston,
It I8 sald, too, thar Mr. Edison attacked
the problem at one time. None of these
experts, however, produced a battery which
It would pay to manufacture, And In some
Instances It was suspected that the current
which they were uble to generate was die
to heat rather than chemicnl action,

Whether or not he has a device which
will replace the dynamo s yet to be demon-
strated.

The Inctenne in the formgn trade of the
United States continues to be o surprise to
Europe. The London Statist, spraking for
England, says “the fgures of our (rade
with Ameriea copclusively show the snor-
mous profits which the Unlted Sintes (s
making in 1ts foreign commerce.” It points
out that for the year which ended with
June 30, 1001, “we have bought $710,000,000
in produce from the United States, while
they have bought of us  $00,000, 000 The
tride balance In favor of the United Statas
e respectn England was $6850.000,000  ue
ngalnst 605,000,000 for the caleadar vear
of 1900 The Siatist declares as & con-
sequence that England will “have to sup.
ply considerable gold to the United Rintos
and that the value of money In London will
advance."

It will be remembered that the Unlted
States has recently for the first time in
history passed England in the amount of
ita foreign trade and now stands at the
front In the extent of its commerce with
the outside world, For many vears the
United States was gnining upon England In
this fleld, but It has only recently caught
up with that conntry., Not only this, bLut
the United States has made a larger gain
In ita forelgn commerce (n the last year
than has any other countiry. During the
recent fiscal year our country made a galn
nt the rate of $0,000,000 a month in its
foreign trade, g8 compared with $3,000,000
for the Unlted Kingdom and also for Rus-
#ln; $2,000,000 for France and Canada each
and 81,000,000 sach for Austrin-HMungary and
Mexico, while there was a loss of §2,000,000
a month In the forelgn commerce of Ger-
many and of Spain and §1,000,000 a month
In that of Belglum. Ameriea’s trade with
all parts of the earth s growing at a rate
seldom equaled In the past, while 1ts ag-

gregate is far above the past's highest
fgures.

This American commercial expansion |s
creating alarm among most of the na-
tlons of Europe and is responaible for the
threats or boasts of o coming trade alliance
between the leading old world countries as
against the United States. This threat s
In vain, for there I8 not the shadow of a

chance that any two of the prominent Eu-

ropean countries would be able 10 agree
among themsslves at the customhouse as
ngalnat any other country The threats

have caused some trepldation amoug a few
timid Americans, hut, of conrse, they will
not have the salightest iafluence In the dl-
rectlon of diminishing the country’'s for-
elgn trade or of retardlog the growth In
American commercial supremacy The
London Btatist's fear that England will
“have to supply considerable gold to the
United States and that the value of money
In  london  will advance'” is reasonable.
Yet here agnin the fnancial ascendancy
of the Unfted States will assert itself, for
the plethora of cash in this country will
ense the International monetary sltua-
tion and glve London and the other centers
of the old world a chance to make thelr
payments In thelr own time and In the
way which will be the most convenlent
to them. The United States has beon lend-
Ing large amounts of money as well as
selling immense quantities of goods 1o
Europe and the former function ecan easily
be continued. Ameriea 18 rich and pros-
perous enough to preveat any harmful mon-
ectary stringency In Europe which our vast
trade balance would have any chance to
cause. Thus the United States, while hav-
Ing a glant’'s atrength, & nelther com-
pelied nor digposed to use it like & glant

TO INSPECT DAIRY EXPORTS,

Move to Cheek Adulterated and Coun-
terfelt Goods,

Philndelphin Press,

Beeretary Wilson of the Agricultural de-
partment will soon have accomplished an-
other greal work for the benefit of the
farmers in providing for the inspection of
dalry products exported from the United
States. The lack of some system of that
kind has been a serious detriment to the
agricultural Interests of the country.

This may be (llustrated from the fact
that not many years ago the United States
annually exported to England nearly 150,-
000,000 pounds, or two-thirda of our entire
cheese product. But as no system of export
Inspection existed to guard the established
reputation of American goods, unserupulous
merchants exported great quantities of ine
ferlor, adulterated and counterfeit cheese,
until the reputation of American cheese
was destroyed In England and the market
lost to the United States, Canada, on the
other hand, adopted a system of govern-
ment control and was enabled to guarantee
all cheese exported as pure and of stand-
ard quality, and It thus secured, which It
still holds, the desirable cheese trade that
the United Statea lost. The best cheese
now exported to Enpgland from this coun-
try goes by way of Montreal, aeeking the
same avenues and the good company of
Canadian cheese and finding s market
virtually as & part of that produet,

American butter has suffered In the same
way. In fact, the Britlsh market 15 prac-
teally lost to our butter becaume so much
fraudulent stuff has been sent there as "the
best creamery butter.” 1In 1808 Becretary
Wilson made some experimental ahipments
of dalry products to Europenn markets un-
der special suthority given to him by con-
gress and the quality of the articles ex-
ported was guaranteed by the government.
An a result & new and profitable demand for
American fine creamery buiter sprung up in
British markets, bit It had scarcely begun
before large quantities of an Inferlor artl-
cle, and also of an imitation of creamery
butter, “process,”’ or renovated botter, be-
gan to appear among the exporte. That sort
of stuff was sent to New York by the car-
load for export., The style of packing de-
vised by the Agricultural department was
imitated and the packages were
“Flnest American creamery butter.” The
effect of this was to check Immediately the
demand for American butter. This helped
Canada agaln, which, with government su-
pervision and guaranty to assist, took a
firmer hold than ever on the British mar-
ket.

Secrelary Wilson recommended as an ef-
fective remedy for these growing evils that
the existing system of government Inspec-
tion and certification of meats and meat
products for export be extended by law so
as to include butter, cheese and condensed
milk and cream. Congress granted this au-
thority to the Becretary in am act which
went into effect on July 1. Secretary Wil-
son has already declded to put the pro-
posed system Into operation, and as soon
e he has obtalned the necessary data that
will be done. There Is no doubt that it
will he of great advantage to the farming

interests of the United States and thus to |

the country in general. It Is only one of
many effective steps which Secretary Wil-
son has taken greatly to advance the farm-
Ing interests of the United Stntes.

The board of directors of the American
Bugar Refinlng company, commonly known
oy the Sugar trust, annoufce a drouthy
condition In the company treasury and (s
| consulting the stookholders on the advisa-
| blllty of Increasing eapital stock by $15, -
| 000,000. A circular sent to the 11,000 stock-
holders of the company says: ‘It In pro-
posed to lstue $15,000,000 of new stock of
the company, one-half common and one-
half preferred, payable In cash at par, and
to glve the right to subkoribe to the pre-
ferred stock to the holders of preferred,
and to the common stock to the holders
of common, lo the proportion of their hold-
Ings, one share of new for five shares of
old. The board of dipectors has passed a
resolution that such Increase s advisable
and has directed that, to take such action
| about it, a meoting of the stockholders,
common and preferred, be called for Sep-
tember 18 next, at 12 m. at the oMoe
of the company in Jersey City. To au-
thorize the {ssue of the new stock requires
that two-thirds In Intereet of ench class of
stockholders shall vote in favor of it. In-
crease of the business requires an Ine
crease of capital. The strength of the busi-
| ness consists in its freedom from mortgage
,debt and its entire pecuniary Independence.
| The entire amount realized from the new
| stock will come Into the treasury of the
company and will be avatlable for its busi-
ness uses.'

PERJURY STIFLING JUSTICHE,

Epidemic of Tainted Teatimony In the
Conrta of the Land,
Wiashington Star.

The president of the lowa State Bar as-
soclation declares that perjury prevalls in
the courts of this land to an alarming ex-
tent and suggests certaln remediés for the
evil, He has Investiganted the matter hy
corresponding with judges and other au-
thoritiesa and has come to the conclusion
that *he averagoe witness has no regard for
the owih and is willing, for the suke of
ndvantage to the side for which he glves
his testimony, to forswoar himself. There
Is renson to follow the lowa lawyer's con-
clusions to a certaln extent, It is unde-
nigble that the onth ls administered In
moat courts In a perfunctory manner, Often
numbers of withesses are gworn together,
without the least suggestion of a direct
personal accountability. The words of the
oath are mumbled by the clerk of the
court and the ceremony Is robhed of what-
ever solemnity and significance it may have
had In earlier days. Whether this ¢ the
prime cause of the decadence In the mor-
ality of witnesges or not must be left to the
Judgment of Individunl Investigators. Ex-
ample spreads a baleful Influence through-
out a community, especially the lower
classes, Cases are frequently heard |n
courts o which witnesses palpably testify
falsely and later boast to nelghbors and
nesociates of their effrontery. If they re-
maln Immune from molestation & beliaf
spreads that the giving of false witness In
court s not much of a crime. It seems
assuredly safe, and It |s an ensy step for
the ordinarily consclentious person to yleld
to the temptation to swerve from the line
of truth toward the slde of self-interest or
prejudice when next he is ecalled upon In
court to glve evidence. CGreat care Is taken
In court to mscertain whether a youthful
witness understands the “nature of an
oath.” The little one is nasalled with ques-
tlens supposed to test his conception of
moral responsibility and (s accepted or re-
Jected according to his abliity satiafac-
torlly to answer them, The adult, however,

Is regarded uniformly as competent to
testify nccurately, whereas In very many
cases the youngster s far more reliable

than his elder as a witness, even though
Ignorant of the meaning of the oath. If
as much care were taken to Impress the
slgnificance of the oath upon the minds of
Ignorant adults and to explain to the
obvlously viclous the penalty which at-
tiches to the crime of perjury, some prog-
ress might be made ngainst this deplorable
tendency eited by the lown lawyer. His
further suggestion, that ecourts hecome
more enterprising In prosecuting perjurers,
by faollowing up cases where false tastl-
mony has plainly been glven, is worthy of
serlous conslderation. An occaslonal econ-
vietlon on such a charge would help every
comwmunity to maintajn a reasonable stand-
ard of veraclty under oath.
